‘Venice. Its Origin and History. — 


In the middle of the fifth century, Attila, 

at the head of his hordes of warlike Huns, 
traversed the central parts of Europe, from 
the cast.to the west, carrying Gintietion in 
his path. He crossed the Rhine, and inva- 
ded France; but being defeated, or receiv- 
lig asevere check ina great battle, he 
gradually fell back, and in the year 452 
passed the Alps, and descended into the 
only of Lombardy, situated around the 
ead of the Adriatic Sea. This region was 
then occupied by a people called the Ve- 
‘netii, who had many towns and several ci- 


them, was Aquila, to which Attila immedi- 
ately laid siege. After it had been most res- 
olutely defended for more than three months, 
he fnally captured it. He boasted, that 
Where his horse had trodden, the grass nev- 
ergrew. He was called the scourge of 
(rod. used his victory with great cru- 
elty. Those who escaped his fury fled to 
the islands, of which there was a. large 
group in the adjacent sea. Their separa- 
tion from the main land made them an asy- 
lam from the attacks of his marauding cav- 
airy. Such was the origin of Venice. 
These refugees first turned their atten- 
tion to making salt and catching fish; then 
to navigation and commerce. As early as 
the 7th century, they carried on trade with 
Constantinople, with Alexandria in Egypt, 
and with most of the seaports in the east- 
ern part of the Mediterranean. Becoming 
expert navigators, they soon extended their. 
commerce to every part of that Sea, and 
had mercantile houses established at Rome, 
and at most of the important maritime ci- 
ties on its shores. | 
Venice advanced rapidly in wealth, pop- 
ulation, power, and in general considera- 
tion, It was the chief place where the pro-

back the silks of Bengal and the furs of 
Tiberia to the palaces of Milan.” At a 
time when England and France were in a 
comparative state of barbarism, Venice 
was a magnificent city, with its palaces, its 
villas, its arsenal, libraries, jts museum, and 
its mart filled with every article of comfort 
and luxury. At the commencement of the 
15th. century, it reached the zenith of its 
prosperity; it then employed in commerce 
a capital of $30,000,000, and its real es 
tate amounted to $20,000,000, immense 
sums when we consider how many times 
more valuable money then was than it is at 
the present time. | 
About this time, viz., at the commence- 
ment of the 15th century, a lust of con- 
quest sprung up. This led to long and ex- 
pensive wars, and to perplexing and trouble- 
some alliances, and began to undermine the 
prosperity of the republic. That prosperi- 
ty received a fatal blow at the close of the 
century, when the discovery made by the 
Portuguese of the passage round Cape 
Good Hope, opened a new channel to the

dence of the insurgents. The plot was dis- 
covered before it was ripe for execution, 
and the leaders perished on the scaffold. 

Six years subsequent to the passing of 
the act that made the Grand Council per- 
manent and hereditary, that is, in 1325, an- 
other most important innovation was intro- 
duced, and soon became a permanent fea- 
ture in the structure of the government.— 
The celebrated Council of Ten was estab- 
lished. The occasion of this measure was the 
springing up of another formidable conspi- 
racy, headed by three distinguished noble- 
men, to overturn the government. This 
conspiracy was not arrested till the day of 
its execution had arrived, and then it was 
suspressed after a sanguinary conflict in the 
public square, in which the government 
troops were victorious over the rebels. To 


“guard against the recurrence of such out- 


breaks, a commission consisting of ten was 
appointed, and invested with almost abso- 
ute power. Their first duty was to extin- 
guish the embers of the late insurrection. 
At first, they were appointed for only ten 
days. This term of office was renewed six 
times; then it was extended to a year, soon 
after to five years, and next to ten; then 
the Council of Ten was declared to be per- 
manent. It was invested with full inquisi- 
torial authority, with complete power over 
every individual in the State, and with free- 
dom from all responsibility and appeals.— 
In their judicial administration, the mem- 
bers of this council enquired, sentenced, 
and punished according to what they called 
the reasons of State. If the removal of a 
citizen was in their judgment. required by 
the good of the State, they forind means 
to remove him, whether he had been guilty 
of any crime or not. The publie eye nev- 
er penetrated the mystery of their proceed- 
ings; the accused was sometimes not heard, 
never confronted with witnesses; the con- 
demnation was as secret as the trial, and 
the punishment undivulged. Nor was this 
all. This tribunal, though instituted with 
special reference to State crimes, gradually 
assumed to itself control over every branch 
of government in all matters, finance, mili- 
tary. affairs, negotiations with foreign pow- 


ers, and poe. uestions Of peace and war. 
Yet the Council of Ten exercised this dés- 
potic sway during centuries. 
In connection with this account of the 
government of Venice, we subjoin a de- 
scription of the Palace of the Doge. This. 
is a vast edifice in the Byzantine style of 
architecture, enclosing an open court in the 
centre. The principal entrance, is on the 
west side, from that broad avenue that ex- 
tends from the Plaza of St. Mark to the 
sea. You enter an arched ge, with 
strong gates at each end. Emerging from 
it into the central court alluded to above, 
you have directly in front, the giant’s stair- 
case—a broad and lofty flight of marble 
steps with colossal figures, one on each side 
of the landiilg at the top. This staircase 
conducts to an arcade or balcony that runs 
along that side of the Palace, from which 
doors open. Entering one of these and. as- 
cending enother flight of stairs, we were 
introduced into the hall of the Grand 
Council, the room in which that body in 
the days of the republic held their meet-

When 
closed they had but one small oftening, for 
the admission of uir, The furniture was a 
wooden platform on which .the prisoner 
slept. The darkness must have been total. 
We were shown a recess, where those con- 
demned by the Ten to death, had the last 
rites of religion -allowed them, and then 
were strangled. I-.went into one of the 
cells and saw some scrawls on the walls, 
made in the dark by those who had been 
confined there, and thought what a tale 
those walls would disclose if they could re- 
late the sorrows and safferings experienced 
within them, I had a terrible impression” 
of the wickedness of which men are capa-

Cronstradt and its Forts. 


The fortress of Cronstradt lies about 25 
miles from St. Petersburg, on the eastern 
point of Rothrai Ostrof, a little island in 
the interior extremity of the Gulf of Fin- 
land. The island was formerly called b 
the Finns Rat Island. It consists of chal 
and is about six miles long and one mile 
in breadth. 

At the entrance to the harbor proper 
stands Aronschloss, builtby Peter the Great 
on an island just opposite the citadel; and 
the haven itself is spproachable only 
through a very narrow and well defended 
channel. The passage between Kroncshloss 
and Cronstradt is about 2,000 yards wide, 
and deep enough for vessels of the greatest

their cargoes upon smaller craft, that can 
sail up the Neva, which, during the dry 
season has often not more than ten feet 
depth of water inits mouth. The entrance 
to the Neva is through two navigable chan- 
nels. The northern channel is, by nature 
very difficult to navigate, on account of its 
numerous sand-banks, and is now said to be 
rendered altogether unnavigable, by sunken 
ships laden with stone; the southern arm is 
much broader than the northern, but the 
navigable channel is very narrow, and runs 
close up under the walls -of Cronstradt, 
which walls are ‘dotted with cannon.” | 

Cronstradt is built in the form of a sca- 
lene triangle, with three harbors on the 
southerly side. The exterior or man-of-tcar 
herbor, is completely inclosed by massive, 
strongly-fortified moles, and is capable of 
affording shelter to about 35 ships of the 
line, though at periods of low water, many 
of these vessels are to anchor in

The latest accounts from St. Petersburg 
confirm the intelligence that all the strand 
batteries which dominate the channel that 
leads into the roads, have been doubled,and 
all these batteries, which together now 
number 8,000 guns of the greatest caliber, 
must be brought to silence before Cron- 
stradt itself can ever be attacked. The 
same intelligence says further that there 
stand three corps of artillery in reserve.—

Leaving Leyden we proceeded by Railroad 
eighteen milesto Harlem. This town, after 
which Harlem in the Stateof New York, 
was named, has population of 24,000, but is 
remarkable chiefly on account of its cele- 
breted:church organ, long considered the 
largest and finest in Europe, and, so far as 
we heard, still maintaining its preeminence. 
It is in the large old church or cathedral of 
St. Bavon. It was built by Christian Mul- 
ler; of Amsterdam, 1738; it contains five 
thousand pipes, some of them fifteen inches 
in diameter, and thirty-two feet long. 

The organist’s fee for playing to private 
parties, and showing the power of the in- 
strument, is thirteen guilders—one of which 
goes to the blower—which is little more 
than five dollars. It was after sundown 
when we took our. seats in the vast church, 
at some distance from the organ which oc- 
cupied the principal part of one end of it, 
to listen to its music. Our expectations 
were greatly raised, and the deepening of 
the twilight, by withdrawing our attention 
from objects of sight, left us more open to 
the impression of the sounds. 

The organ has a great many stops, and 
after a sort of preliminary flourish, the or- 
ganist proceeded to exhibit what is called 
the instrumental stop, which imitates the 
flute, the clarionet, the violin, and the 
whole round of musical instruments. The 
resemblance was perfect, and the music de- 
lightful. Then came a stop in which the 
peculiar tones of a choir of singers are ex- 
hibited. So close was the resemblance to 
the impression made by a vast choir of sing- 
ers, that it seemed, if you were a little 
nearer, you would be able to distinguish 
the words.

Much censure is bestowed on the French 
Consul at Guaymas, for indifference and neg- 
lect towards his countrymen; and as much 
praise awarded to our Consul for his efforts 
in their behalf. The result of the expedition 
of Cou~t Boulbon is indeed sad and deeply 
deplorable, and should have the effect to 
caution all restless spirits, against similar 
schemes of aggrandizement and power. 

The revolution in the Eastern portions of 
Mexico is assuming quite a serious eharacter, 
Not the least dependence can be placed on 
the Government troops—they continually de- 
serting : several that have been retaken have 
been shot.

HuRrrICANE IN SaVANNAH, Ga.—The Sa- 
vannah papers are filled with details of the ter- 


vicinity on the 7th and 8th ult. The gale 
commenced early on Thursday forenoon, the 
7th and continued to blow, with one or two 
brief lulls, until Friday night, at about 11 
o'clock. The tide ran high, and the low 
lands and the islands were inundated. The 
rice plantations suffered immense damage ; 
the embankments and canals, as well as the 
standing crop, and what little rice had been 
gathered, were all swept away, and it is 
thought there will scacely be rice enough sav- 
ed for seed. And it is feared that all the rice 
grounds in the State have suffered in like 
mauner. The shade fruit trees were uproot- 
ed or stripped of their branches ; houses were 
unroofed or stripped of their coverings ; 
chimneys, windows, out-houses and ware- 
houses, all suffered severely ; and the wharfs 
and the shipping, experienced much dam- 
age.

Drouth and the Crops. 


Our Eastern exchanges inform us that 
copious showers of rain -have fallen in vari- 
ous parts of the country since advices by the 
Steamer of the Istinst. Although too late 
perhaps, to materially benefit the corn crop. 
it is thought that potatoes will be essentially 
improved by these raing. They will at the 
least give the grass a start and thus prevent 
the destruction of hundreds of cattle. To 
whatever extent the crops may have failed in 
some sections of the country, there is no real 
danger of a famine from scarcity of food.

“When we find an absence of moisture 
from the the immediate suriace, as in drouth 
we may of soils not properly prepared, we 
naturally inquire wher@ the matter is, and 
conclude that the moisture is in the atmos-

side of a stone wall early in the morming is 
wet. How are we to cagse the soil to repre- 
sent the cold object? Wherever soils ara in- 
tegrated td a sufficient depth, they will be 
found to be colder than the supernatant at- 
mosphere, and hence, when air circulates in 
a free soil, it will déposif moisture on every 
particle of earth colder than itself. It is for 
this reason that thoroughly under-drained and 
subsoiled lands never sgffer from drouth.—
